In the following table are given the index numbers 
of wholesale trading in textiles in February, with com- 
parative figures for earlier periods, the index numbers 
relating to (1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade and

sales in 1937 = 100. The figures, which are compiled 
by the Wholesale Textile Association in collaboration 
with the Bank of England, do not include the turnover 
of all the wholesale textile houses, but practically all 
the important houses in the large centres of distribution 
are normally contributors.

EXPORT CONTROL 
EXPORTS TO SOUTH AMERICA 

The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 12) Order, 1941 (S.R. & O. 1941, No. 377, 
price Id.), which came into force on 22 March. 

Under the terms of this Order it is made clear that 
the prohibition on exports of all goods, except under 
licence, to Brazil, Chile, Colombia and Peru is not 
applicable to goods sent through these countries to 
destinations in Argentina, British and Dutch Guiana, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Paraguay, Uruguay and Venezuela. 

EXPORT OF PAINT MATERIALS 

The Ministry of Supply have, in response to repre- 
sentations made by the British Standards Institution 
on behalf of the Paint and Allied Industries, agreed, as 
a war-time concession, to allow the conditions applicable 
to the carriage of paints on passenger ships with a 
flash point of 93°F. to be extended to liquids having 
a flash point of 88°F. 

This concession, states the Director of the British 
Standards Institution, is a considerable help to export 
and the increase in the available shipping space for 
paint materials will be most welcome. 


TIMBER CHARGES 
TO STOCKHOLDING CONSUMERS 
IMPORTED TIMBER 


The attention of all stockholding consumers of 
imported timber is called to the provisions of the Timber 
Charges (Nos. ] and 2) Orders, 1940 (see the “‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 4 July 1940, page 8, and of 5 Sep- 
tember 1940, page 151, respectively), under which 
with certain exceptions all “ private opening stocks ”’ 
of imported timber falling within the definition of 
timber in the Control of Timber Orders are liable to a 
charge at the rates set out in the Schedule to the No. 1 
Charges Order. The term “ Private opening stocks ” 
covers all timber, not being “ national stock ” timber, 
which was held in the United Kingdom by any person 
immediately before 1 July 1940, and so far as consumers 
are concerned relates mainly to stock required before 
4 October 1939, i.e., before the acquisition for consump- 
tion licensing system came into force. These stocks 
become chargeable as and when they are consumed, 
such consumption being subject to licence granted by 
the Timber Control on behalf of the Minister of Supply. 
Stockholders of timber acquired before 4 October 1939 
are not, however, liable to pay the charge on the con- 
sumption of such timber up to one standard of softwood 
or 100 cubic feet of hardwood. 


NOTICE OF 


Every consumer liable to pay the charge must send 
a return of the amount payable, accompanied by a 
remittance, to the Timber Control Officer in the Area 
in which the timber is consumed. Copies of the forms of 
return prescribed by the Control of Timber (No. 14) 
Order, 1940.(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
15 August, 1940, page 108), are obtainable from the 
Timber Control! Area Officers who are prepared to 
advise on the subject of timber charges. Under 
Article 2 (4) of the Charges Order these charges are 
recoverable as debts due to the Crown or by the Minister 
of Supply in the same manner as civil debts under 
Section 35 of the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879.

PURCHASE TAX 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have 
issued two Notices, Nos. 78 and 79, both dated March 
1941, in connection with the Purchase Tax. Notice 
No. 78, which supersedes the Notice of that number 
dated September 1940, names, in their appropriate 
classes, the goods chargeable with the tax and others 
that are exempt from it. Notice No. 79 has for its 
subject the “ Determination of Wholesale Value ” and 
is issued in amplification of paragraphs 23, 24 and 25 in 
Notice No. 74, dated August 1940.

WOOLLEN AND WORSTED GOODS 


MANUFACTURERS’ AND WHOLESALERS’ 
OBLIGATION TO REGISTER 


New Limitation oF Suppries (WovEN TEXTILEs) 
ORDER 


Manufacturers, wholesalers and mercantile agents 
supplying wool piece-goods and made-up goods are 
reminded that they must apply for registration under 
the Limitation of Supplies (Woven Textiles) (No. 7) 
Order (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 20 March 
1941, page 201) before 1 April unless their names are 
already on the Woven Textiles Register. 


Makers-up for the export trade, persons mainly 
engaged in supplying local authorities, hospitals and 
ships’ stores dealers and producers of certain essential 
goods may also register if they wish. Makers-up for 
the home trade, however, are not entitled to register. 


Goods made of alpaca, mohair, cashmere, llama, 
vicuna, camel’s hair, angora and any other wool fibres 
are controlled under the Order. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATION 


SIZES FOR GARMENTS FOR CLOTHING AND 
HOUSEHOLD TEXTILES 


The British Standards Institution have published a 
Preliminary Report prepared by the Retail Trading- 
Standards Association on the standardisation of sizes. 
This report deals with the possibilities of arriving at 
standard sizes for garments for women, children and 
men and for household textiles. 

The report suggests that the problem of standardisation has 
become urgent by reason of War conditions and that standard 
sizes will result in conservation of stocks, regulated and informed 
purchasing and economies in manufacture, distribution and 
consumption by the elimination of redundant types and sizes 
which add to the cost to the consumer and give rise to wasteful 
methods of production and distribution. 

Reference is made to the progress achieved in standardisation 
of sizes in the United States, particularly in: relation to women’s 
and children’s clothing size. It is suggested that American 
sizes were instrumental in helping producers to introduce 
women’s American clothing to this country. The report 
suggests that agreement on size standards would be of great 
value in stimulating export trade and would be welcomed 
by our overseas customers. 

The report recommends the immediate setting up by 
the B.S.I. of Committees representative of the trades 
and industries concerned to consider what progress 
can be made towards standardisation of sizes. The 
support of the trades concerned is being sought to this 
end.

TEXTILE AND ALLIED INDUSTRIES 

An ‘‘Advance Report on the Textile Industries of Canada, 
1938,’ recently issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at Ottawa, states that the production of textiles and textile 
products constitutes an important branch of Canadian manu- 
facture ; reports were received from 1,927 establishments, with 
a capital investment of 307,299,840 dols, which employed 
115,745 persons (99,275,365 dols. in salaries and wages), and 
which produced goods worth 346,215,005 dols. at the factory, 
the materials used costing 180,050,478 dols. 


These industries are mainly carried on in the Province of 
Quebec (53 per cent.) and in Ontario (40 per cent.) with 922 and 
785 establishments, respectively. 


Details of production and of imports and exports of goods 
covered by this group of industries can be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, St. Michael’s Road, Bourne- 
mouth; the Ref.

TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Afric, 
supply the following information about trade conditions in th 
Union of South Africa :— 

Wholesale and retail trade conditions and industrial activity 
have shown little change during the month. Some indication 
of a general increase in activity during the past year is, however, 
afforded by the national budget presented on 12 March, which 
showed both revenue and expenditure at several million pounds 
higher than the original estimates. The position as at 31 Maral 
is expected to show a small surplus of £88,000. The accounts 
for the coming year provide for appreciable further increases jn 
expenditure and taxation revenue. Agricultural conditions 
and outlook are unchanged. 


GoLtp Oureput: Ramway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in February (24 working days) 
was 1,129,975 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £8 8s. per fine ounce, of £9,491,790 as compared 
with 1,103,323 fine ounces with a value, on the basis of £7 10s, per 
fine ounce, of £8,274,923 for February 1940 (25 working days), 
The average daily output rose by 2,2 230 fine ounces to 47,082, 
and the number of natives employed rose by 6,712 to the record 
figure of 371,264. 

Railway earnings from 9 February to 8 March were £2,882,182 
as compared with £2,548,011 in the corresponding period of 1940, 
The railway and harbour budget presented on 13 March indicated 
that a gross surplus of £2,404,538 was expected at the end of 
the financial year on 31 March. The weekly earnings for 1940-41, 
forecast at £645,000, actually yielded about £693,000. The 
estimated weekly earnings for 1941-42 are based on an average 
of £667,000.

Senior Trade Commissioner at Sydney that the Australian 
Minister for Trade and Customs has determined that rough- 
tanned East India goat skins and rough-tanned Persian sheep 
skins shall be deemed to be manufactured raw materials for 
the purpose of the operation of Preferential Tariff conditions. 


STRAW PACKING—QUARANTINE REGULATIONS 
In view of the increasing use of straw for packing goods for 


export from the United Kingdom, owing to shortage of wood-wool 
in this country, the Board of Trade have been asked by the 


High Commissioner for Australia to invite the attention of 


exporters to the provisions of Regulation 69 of the Australian 
Quarantine Regulations. This Regulation prohibits the importa- 
tion of straw packing unless it is kept in a bond store in Australia 
until the expiration of ninety days from the date of shipment, 
or unless there is produced to the Chief Quarantine Officer at 
the port of importation a declaration by the exporter, made in 
the country of export before a magistrate, stating that the straw 
used in the preparation of the straw packing :— 

(a) is clean cereal straw ; 

(b) has been stored or kept in store free from contact with 
any animal likely to be affected with foot and mouth 
disease for a period of three months prior to its use : 

OR 

(c) has been :— 

(i) subjected to the action of live steam in a closed com- 
partment all parts of which are maintained at a tem- 
perature of 185 degrees Fahrenheit for at least ten 
minutes ; or 

(ii) placed loosely in a compartment having a temperature 
of not less than 65 degrees Fahrenheit and thoroughly 
sprayed with ten fluid ounces of formaldehyde solution 
(containing not less than 37 per cent. formaldehyde by 
weight for each 1,000 cubic feet of space in the com- 
partment) the compartment being immediately closed 
in such a manner as to prevent the escape of the formal: 
dehyde vapour and kept closed not less than eight 
hours ; or 

(iii) placed loosely in a closed compartment and subjected 
to the action of heat in the presence of moisture at a 
temperature of not less than 260 degrees Fahrenheit, 
the temperature being maintained throughout the 
whole of the chamber for a period of not less than two 
hours. 
and bearing an endorsement by a responsible Government 
official in the country of export that he has no reason to doubt 
the truth of the declaration. 

In the case of shipments from Great Britain, any veterinary 
surgeon nominated for the purpose by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries is regarded as a ‘* responsible Government official ”’ 
for the endorsement of exporters’ declarations in regard to straw 
packing,

Government in Southern Rhodesia to the effect that the following 
amendments to the schedule of import restrictions have been 
made as from 21 March 1941.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
IMPORT OF COAGULANTS 

The ‘‘ Straits Settlements Government Gazette ’’ of 2 January 
1941 contains copies of Notifications Nos. 11 and 12 which 
make, inter alia, the following provisions :— 

No. 11. No person, unless licensed to do so, shall import 
into the Straits Settlements hydrochloric acid or sulphuric acid 
or any mixture or preparation containing either hydrochloric 
or sulphuric acid which can be used in the preparation of rubber 
from rubber latex. 


No. 12. The Defence Regulations (Import of Ceagulants) 
Order, 1939 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’ of 16 Novem- 
ber 1939) is rescinded in so far as it relates to sulphuric acid. 
The effect of this is that the Order now prohibits except under 
licence the importation of acetic acid only. 
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FOREIGN 
COSTA RICA 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN YARNS 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 6 March (page 155) regarding the Customs duties on knitting 
yarns, the Board of Trade have now received a copy of Decree 
No. 36, which was published in ‘* La Gaceta ”’ of 29 December. 
The Decree shows that the translation of the words ‘*‘ yarns used 
exclusively for knitting” in the above-mentioned notice should 
read ‘‘ yarns used exclusively for weaving,” and that the duty 
on cotton yarns (Tariff No. ex. 31) should be 0°10 colones per 
kilog instead of 0-50. 


HAYTI 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Haytian Decree- 
Law dated 23 November 1940, published in ‘‘ Le Moniteur ”’ of 
25 November 1940, and effective as from the date of publication, 
which reduces, inter alia, the specific Customs duties on natural 
silks and manufactures thereof, falling under Class G, Tariff 
No. 6001 to 6045, inclusive, and Tariff No. 6100. 

Artificial silks and manufactures thereof, previously included 
in Class G, have now been transferred to Class G.1, under 
Tariff Nos. 6101 to 6144, inclusive, and Tariff No. 6200, with 
lower specific rates of duty. 

Provision is also made for all imports of tissues or articles of 
silk and of artificial silk coming from countries not entitled to 
the minimum tariff to be dutiable at the minimum tariff rates 
plus 200 per cent.

TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS

POSTAL SECTION 
CHEQUES SENT THROUGH THE POST 

The Postmaster-General desires to draw attention to the fact 
that cheques are admissible only at the Letter rate of postage. 
Many cheques are being irregularly sent in open envelopes 
prepaid at the Printed Paper rate. Such packets are liable to 
surcharge, as paper money (which term includes cheques, whether 
“crossed ”’ or not) may not be sent by the Printed Papers Post. 

CORRESPONDENCE FOR MERCHANT SHIPS 

The Postmaster-General announces that a leaflet is now 
obtainable on request at the principal Post Offices containing 
instructions for the guidance of the public with regard to the 
dispatch of correspondence and parcels for merchant ships. 
Persons who have relatives or friends serving in the Merchant 
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glove leather in paragraph 1530 (6) (5) Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified pursuant to the Trade Agreement with the United 
Kingdom, rather than at the rate of 10 per centum ad valorem 
under paragraph 1530 (b) (1). A further Treasury Decision 
[T.D. 50291] published on 19 December 1940, notifies that :— 

(1) Orris root, crude or unmanufactured, is properly classifiable 
under paragraph 1722, Tariff Act of 1930 (free of import duty), 
while orris root, crushed, in the form of shavings or powder, 
is dutiable at 20 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 1558, 
rather than at the rate of 10 per centum ad valorem under 
paragraph 34 of the Tariff Act. 

(2) Herring milt is used for food purposes and is dutiable 


under the provision for ‘‘ other fish roe for food purposes ”’ at 
the rate of 20 cents per pound under paragraph 721 (@), Tariff 


Act of 1930, rather than free of duty under the provision for 
“eggs of . . . fish (except fish roe for food purposes) ”’ under 
paragraph 1671 of the Tariff Act. 

As these rulings will result in the assessment of duty on such 
merchandise at a rate higher than that heretofore assessed 
under a uniform practice they were to be applied only tosuch 
merchandise entered for consumption or withdrawn from ware- 
house for consumption after 30 days after publication in the 
weekly Treasury Decisions. 

URUGUAY 
CONTROL OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 

H.M. Minister at Montevideo reports that a Bill for the Control 
of Imports and Exports was approved by the Uruguayan 
Chamber of Deputies on 7 January last and has now become law. 
The chief provisions of the Bill are as follows :— 

Articles I to V provide for the establishment as a State 
Institute under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of Finance, of an 
Import and Export Control Board to supervise the value, 
destination and origin of imports and exports, to distribute 
foreign exchange, and to issue import permits. 

Article VI states that all importers and exporters must 
declare the destination and origin of their goods, whether these 
be ‘*‘ on consignment,’’ ‘‘ to order,” or ‘‘ in transit.”’ 

Provision is also made under this article and under Article II 
for exchange to be allotted preferably to importations of materials 
for the manufacture of exports; machinery and spares for 
agricultural and livestock industries; indispensable foodstuffs 
and materials for their manufacture ; and medicinal products. 

Articles XII and XIII state that the Control Board will give 
preference to applications for the importation of raw materials 
for manufacture in the country. 

Articles XV and XVI state that an importers’ licence must be 
taken out before application for exchange can be made, and give 
the conditions under which the licence will be granted.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS REVISED COMPANIES 
ORDINANCE 


The Companies Ordinance of 14 November 1940 
amends and re-enacts the law -relating to Companies 
in the Straits Settlements. The main object of the 
revision has been to bring the Companies law of the 
Colony into line with that of the United Kingdom. 
The revised Ordinance, which comes into force on

WAR DAMAGE ACT 


BOARD OF TRADE TO ADMINISTER 
PART II 

The Gcverrment’s War Damage Bill, which has just 
received Royal assent. is in two parts. 

Part I, which applies to real property—houses, other 
buildings and land—is to be administered by a new 
jovernment body, the War Damage Commission. 

Part II relates to movable property—plant, machinery, 
business equipment, farm implements, crops, livestock 
and produce, furniture, clothing and personal effects. 
It includes three distinct schemes—one for businesses, 
another for farmers and a third for householders and 
other owners of “ private chattels.” ‘‘ Businesses,” for 
this purpose, includes manufacturers and traders, pro- 
fessional men and women, local authorities, hospitals, 
churches, universities, charitable and other institutions. 

Responsibility for administering the schemes under 
Part II will fall upon the Board of Trade who already 
administer the war risks commodity insurance scheme. 
The Board are setting up an Insurance Department to 
deal with all the insurance work falling upon the Board 
including that arising from Part II of the War Damage 
Bill and commodity insurance. The Board will not 
issue policies directly to policy holders ; insured persons 
will obtain their policies through their own brokers 
or fire insurance companies. 

An important feature of the Government’s plan is 
that providing free cover, up to stipulated limits, for 
householders and others whose furniture, clothing and 


activity. With certain exceptions insurance under the 
business and farm schemes will be compulsory. Under 
the private chattels scheme householders and others 
who wish to insure beyond the limits of free cover will 
be able to do so, at favourable rates, up to a total 
amount of £10,000. Compensation will be paid in 
respect of damage suffered since the outbreak of war. 


COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME 
PAYMENTS ON ACCOUNT 

Considerable sums in advance of final settlement of 
claims under the Commodity Insurance Scheme of the 
War Risks Insurance Act have been paid to claimants 
within recent weeks. 

For the past two months the facilities for obtaining 
payment on account have been specially brought to 
the attention of every claimant who has given preliminary 
notice of claim. 

Printed directions attached to every claim form issued 
point out that where for any reason “ there would be a 
genuine hardship if some financial assistance is not 
afforded to the insured person pending ascertainment 
and settlement of the ultimate proved loss,” the Board 
of Trade are prepared to entertain an application for 
payment on account. 

Claimants wishing to apply for payment on account 
are advised in the directions to write to the Agent 
Company or Lloyd’s through whom the policy was issued. 
No special form is needed, but the policy-holder should 
state : (a) address of premises where loss has occurred ; 
(6) date and cause of loss; (c) nature of goods; 
(d) estimated amount of loss allowing for salvage ; 
(e) grounds of application for payment in advance of 
final settlement.

Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for United Kingdom trade abroad ; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles abroad ; 
nature and extent of foreign competition and suggestions 
for meeting it ; methods of distribution and marketing ; credit 
conditions; terms of payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and 
Colonial importers of United Kingdom goods ; firms or individuals 
considered auitable to act as representatives or agents for 
United Kingdom firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and 
Customs Regulations, statistics of Imports or Exports ; forms 
of Certificates of Origin; regulations concerning commercial 
travellers ; Consular Invoices ; shipping and transport, etc.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Provision FoR Protection Aaarst Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHort-Term CREDITS. 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarartee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 
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For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain ap 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 


In order to meet pre-shipmert risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 


All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
“All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also sccures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment, 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


Crepits TO PurcHasers OF PLant, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Cuarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. ‘The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; bat while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.
